Dealt Largely in Hill Stocks. 


Watson & Co. aro one of tho larg- 


est brokerage houses in the country. 
Is principle offices aro In New York 
and Minneapolis, but It has two Im- 
portant correspondents In Chicago. 
;i. V. Jones, of the firm. Is a well- 
tnown crop expert. 


The house did a largo business 


both In securities and grain. It had 
seen among the heaviest dealers In 
ho Hill stocks and bought, moro Great 
Northern and Northern Pacific than 
any half dozen brokers on tho stock 
exchange. 
The Insolvency Is attrib- 


uted mainly to the great depreciation 
In these shares. 


Hill Securities Tumble.

FENSE GIVEN OUT. 


Will Replace Vessels Sent to Pacific— 


, Latter Will Encircle 


Globe. 


New York, Sept, G.—The make-up ot 


tJio fleet which will replace the At- 
lantic licet when the latter starts on 
Its Pacific cruise has been announced 
nt Washington by the administration. 
Tho whole matter lmn been decided on 
by President Hoosevelt, nctliiK In con- 
junction with the navy department. 
The HuEHlilp of the new lleet will be 
tho Now Hampshire, a IG.OOO-ton bat- 
tleship, which Is to be ready for com- 
mission early In January. As soon ua 
possible she Is to bo Joined by the 
Mississippi and tho Idaho, two llrst- 
class battleships now under construc- 
tion by the Cramps and neuritis com- 
pletion. 


These thrcu powerful vessels will 


have as consorts-three veterans of the 
Spanish war, tho battleship Iowa, In- 
diana and Massachusetts, which are 
now boln.g modernized. 


This lleet of six battleships will 


have as Its auxiliaries tho three new 
scout cruisers which are almost ready 
for service—the Chester, Hlrmlngham 
and Salem. 
. 
. 


Subsequently tho now Atlantic, fleet 


will be re-enforced by tho two 10,000- 
ton battleships Michigan and South 
Carolina and the two fast armored 
cruisers of 14.GOO tons each, tho North 
Carolina and tho Montana. 


Tho Now Hampshire Is similar to 


tho Connecticut, Admiral Evnns' flag- 
ship, in type, but tho Idaho and the 
Mississippi, which are 13,000 tons each, 
are of a typo peculiar to themselves. 
They are noted for tho power of tholr 
armament, notwithstanding their rela- 
tively small tonnage. Tho Chester. 
Hlrmlnghnm and Salem are of 3,750 
tons each and they an; to bo capable 
of 2,"> knots an hour speed. 


Tho administration, It is stated, does 


not mean to conflno the lleet's move- 
ments to tho Pacific const. The presi- 
dent's plan is to send tho warships on 
to Hawaii and then to tho Philippines 
after th«lr visit to California ports. 
•\Vhen orders are Issued for their re- 
turn tho route designated will be via 
tho Suez canal. 
Thus tho licet will 


circumnavigate tho globe.

Question of Criminality. 


As to criminality, wo can find nono 


supporting tho theory that In general 
Immigration Is of 
a criminal 
sort. 


I lore and there may Im found minor 
facts and figure* on that Hide, It IB 
trill1. 
The southern Italians, without 


question, are unusually Illiterate and 
addicted to I ho .settlement of differ- 
cures by stiletto. Wo even Identify 
thli Italians roughly with the Itlack 
Hand system of blackmail. The south 
Italians are but a small fraction of all 
Immigration; the class of crimes to 
which (bey ate prone Is u minor ono 
In our criminal records; tho black' 
mall extorted by the Hlack Hand IH 
but n drop In the bucket compared 
with tin' volume of extortion currently 
practiced by American business men, 
within and without the law, against 
American-born victims 


Viewing tho situation broadly, thoro 


IH no decisive evidence pointing to 
Hie criminality of tho average Immi- 
grant. There is much pointing to his 
xnperlorlly over the average 
native 


American to Industry, sobriety and the 
patient toleration of adverse condi- 
tions without outbreak. 
Indeed, tho 


most decided evidence on this point 
cometi from Great Hrltaln, which coun- 
try complains that of all her Immi- 
grants the Americans aro tbo most 
criminal, being three or four times nsi 
bud as tbo average of tho rest and 
leu times us had an tliu Pole;! and 
Hungarians. 


Wo do not conclude from this too 


hastily that Amorlen Is ultra crim- 
inal. 
Hut we iiiioto It to signify that 


ho who HooliR statistical support for 
anti-Immigration views, doing 
It 
In 


sincerity and breadth, Is apt to meet 
with Hour comtort. 
Standard of Immigrants. 


Our own conclusions are that tho 


vast majority of Immigrants are slight- 
ly above our American standards In 
Industry, sobriety mid patient soir-re- 
strain!, though they urn undoubtedly 
below IIH In Initiative. 
They 
come 


from countries wlioro unceasing toll 
IM the price of life, and whore tho gel- 
rich-quick microbe Is 
virtually 
un- 


known. In their fatherlands drunken 
ness Is a minor crlmo, whereas 
In 


Groat Hrltnln nnd America It Is a ma- 
jor one. 
And as to patience undor 


conditions Inviting to revolt, America 
is proud of standing first among 
all 


tho non-Latin peoples of tho tomporato 
zones In her promptness to resent pub 
llcly, by the passive rebellion of the 
strike, If not by actual violence, tho 
presence of conditions unnecessarily 
hard. 
Our complaint against tho 1m 


migrants must bo that they are too 
patient and submissive for American 
standards, ruther than that they are 
too violent and resentful.

produce millions; yet If he consumes 
more than that, or If ho undermines 
our standards of morality, or If ho 
Is found to produce actually much 
le.-f* than ho apparently produces, he 
may be a great source of IOHR, In spite 
(if hl» prominence and power.

what It is taking for Its Ills, but forc- 
ing a call upon the doctor each time 
a prescription Is needed. 


In plain and unmistakable English 


the writing of prescriptions In Latin 
makes business for the doctors. 


Let us say that you have the ague. 


You had It last year and the year be- 
fore. Kach time you have visited the 
doctor and he has prescribed for you 
—in Latin. 
Yon have never Known 


what he has given you for tho disease, 
and so each time you are forced to go 
to him again and give him an oppor- 
tunity to repeat his prescription—In 
Latin, and his fee—In dollars. 


If yon ask tho doctor why he uses 


Latin In writing his prescriptions, why 
he writes "aqua" when he means wa- 
ter, he will give you a technical dis- 
sertation on the purity of tho Latin 
language, and the fact that at! words 
are derived from It, etc. 
It will be a 


dissertation that you may not be able 
to answer, but It will hardly ewavlnce 
you. 


It would bo a good thing for ti.e pub 


lie to devise a little code of etjilcs of 
Its own; ethics that will be "a good 
thing for the public Individually and 
collectively." 


Let us apply one of tho rules i,f this 


code of ethics to you. the Individual.

taking this translated prescription to 
the druggist once more and having It 
reflllnd.

Here is something moro written by 


"Old 
Grad" In the lloston Herald: 


"I was talking with tho grand "old 


'vet.' 'Tom' llond. tho other day about 
the spit ball, and ho said to mo: 'Do 
you know what 1 used to do when I 
was with tho lloston club? I did not 
chew tobacco, ns almost every other 
•pitcher did In thoso days, and does 
now. 
I guess, for that matter, so I 


carried with me a sponge nnd wet my 
fingers with tho moisture from that 
when I delivered tho ball. So far as 
1 know, 1 was tho only chap who re- 
sorted to such a device, so I think I 
may fairly claim to bo tho discoverer 
of the "sponge ball. 


"Tommy" 13ond, on tho strength of 


that alone, can claim to bo tho origin- 
ator of the "spit ball" with almost as 
much grace as Elmer Strlcklctt. The 
fact Is that when tho curvo ball first 
camo Into existence In tho lower 
leagues—In fact, when Jt began to bo 
taught among tho boys at tho colleges 
—moro than 75 per cent, of them 
would wet ono side of tho ball to get a 
better grip on It, ns they thought, and 
would Invariably pitch tho ball with 
the wet side out. That was really the 
spit ball. After tho curvo camo to bo 
common and men found that 
they 


could control tho ball without wetting 
It—In fact, grip It and hold It In tho 
natural perspiration of their hands— 
they ceased to dampen ono side of 
the cover. 


Hence when Strlcklctt discovered 


that ho could get a shoot to tho ball 
by wetting ono sldo of Its surface he 
was only going back to first princl- 
pies, although ho obtained n much 
more effective cruvo than was com- 
mon In tho earlier days, because the 
beginners barely know how to control 
the curve.
